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The Wallis Christmas Letter 1940 


Nothing comes so quickly as the season for the Christmas Letter—that document which answers all the 
unanswered at one stroke of the pen and in its turn draws news from the friends far and near. For that reason 
it has become valuable to me. 

I suppose our first thought is of thankfulness that in our dear country we can still say “Merry Christ- 
mas.” I know that close to our hearts is the ache for so much of the world whose Christmas cannot be merry 
nor its New Year glad! Our prayers are for all these countries and for our own, too. In our family all four 
sons and three by marriage have registered under the conscription. 

ain I am writing in the “new dining-room,” but next Thursday we move to town to our apartment in 
the house we have used for several years, but this time it is the sixth floor instead of the tenth and we furnish 
it ourselves, so it will be a real moving. The address is 400 South 15th Street. We anticipate a comfortable 
and happy winter under the shadow of William Penn. 

Last January my husband treated me to a trip to Florida, my first visit to that magic land. We left no 
stone unturned; East Coast, Keys, West Coast, Gardens, Depths of Silver Springs and Marine Gardens—but peak 
of life’s aspirations, my lord and master landed a sail fish! It was a large specimen when caught and has grown 
about two feet since. This was accomplished during our visit with the Ellises at Fort Lauderdale and leaves 
little in life to be desired. 

Returning through the Sunny South we ran into its record snow at Richmond and that was an experience 
to turn New England green with envy. Adequate description has not yet been written. 

Our winter in town was a grand success and we enjoyed it until budding spring brought us home in April. 
Our garden projects have included giving tons of food to the spruce trees, saving the pine trees from a blight, 
putting a flowering planting back of the old lodge site and an ilex planting, now bright with berries, at the 
front of the house with a ground cover of the new Bowles periwinkle. 

In early June, Father’s sister, Elizabeth Chilton of Pembroke, Kentucky, died, following an invalidism of 
some years. He went to the funeral service. Most of the family were together there. Our special sympathy is 
with her husband, her son and daughter. 

In July we had a trip to Chicago by car with the companionship of Mary. We felt flattered to have her 
one precious week of vacation spent with us. The occasion was an insurance convention for the gentleman, with 
me as his guest. We all stayed at the Edgewater Beach Hotel, which revived memories of old days when we had 
four girls with us and enjoyed a millionaire’s suite de luxe because our reservations had been overlooked by the 
management. It was hard to entice us from our gorgeous quarters! We met many friends, now quite old ones, 
for Father this year received his golden emblem denoting twenty-five years with the Equitable Life of Iowa. 

In August he and I, with Bettie and Jim Knier and Carol and Dick as our guests, set forth in two cars 
for Canada to occupy a camp on the Ellis’ Beverly Lake. Object: fishing. We had a perfect party, for I was 
content to cook the fish which they caught and they were willing to work at that some twenty-four hours a day, 
moonlight cooperating. I fear we cannot credit many fish to Dick and Carol, but they did get beautiful Wedge- 
wood China purchased and they seemed well satisfied with the way they spent their time. 

We had some grand outdoor meals at the Ellises—the master of the house presiding at the grille, the 
smoke curling up into the blue. Indoors, too, we had grand times. I just cannot bring myself to call that 
lovely log house a “camp” in Canadian fashion. 

It would seem that we play all the time, which is really not so, for I next chronicle “The Mississippi River 
Trip” for Father in September. This is described in Prue’s paragraph. 

Our final trip was to New England. We left Thanksgiving morning (the real one) and visited Nancy 
and Ken. Alicia is a most charming little girl and we had a sweet visit. It was truly winter with a foot of snow 
and near zero temperature. It bore out my tales of old-fashioned Thanksgivings never credited by my family. 

We had Saturday with Sarah and Phil to celebrate our double anniversary, Father’s birthday and our 
wedding. Sarah gave us a perfect dinner, miraculously served from the tiny closet which answers to a kitchen- 
ette. In the play given in the evening, she was leading lady, there being one feminine role. It was “Yellow 
Jack,” a quite ambitious production depicting the fight against yellow fever. 

After chapel Sunday, we stayed for dinner in the boys’ dining-room and started home for a run which 
proved pleasant, the ice having melted and the parkways offering the best of travel. 

In October I attended the Herald Tribune Forum in New York, entitled “America’s Second Fight for 
Freedom 1776-1940.” They get the day’s notables and the broadcast went to a large part of the world. I 
hope you listened in. : 

In May, with blithe courage, I accepted the job of being president for two years, if I hold out so long, of 
our Malvern Woman’s Club. It could easily be a full-time job, I am discovering. I hope we will do our work 
well. 

Of the routine I have said little. The home duties, Church and Sunday School with Father still Super- 
intendent, our dear Grub Club and its friendships and the fall picnic here; we suffering the loss of two mem- 
bers this year.

And there are the 
neighbors, the friends, the many interests and responsibilities which make life busy, happy and worthwhile.

Dr. Allan Wallis and Eleanor have big news again in the arrival of their second son, Charles Sumner, on 
October 30th, checking in at nine pounds, seven ounces which he has now made thirteen pounds. His face is
